Mr.  Chairmans  Ladies  and  Gentlerrien, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  Districts  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1962.  The 
report  is  set  out  in  the  manner  of  previous  years  5 so  that 
coigparison  with  former  reports  can  easily  be  made. 

.-.s  far  as  can  be  judged  from  a study  of  the  vital 
statistics j the  general  health  of  the  District  v;as 
satisfactory  during  the  year.  As  compared  v/ith  the  previous 
year  the  Still  Birth  Rate  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  have 
shov/TL  marked  increases s hut  this  is  due  to  the  small  numbers 
involved  and  is  not  considered  to  be  of  significance.  On 
the  other  hand  the  nuraber  of  live  births  showed  an  increase 
of  31  over  the  previous  year  and  this  is  welcomed  particularly 
as  in  previous  reports  I have  drav/n  attention  to  the  aging 
of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  which  has  been  and  still 
is  talcirig  place. 

The  i.iportation  of  smallpox  by  immigrants  from 
endemic  areas  and  subsecuent  outbreaks  of  the  disease  in  this 
co'untry  gave  rise  to  general  alarm  and  although  this  area 
was  not  ePfecteds  the  Department  was  under  considerable  pressure 
I'O  provide  vaccinarion  for  all  sorts  of  people  v/ho  were  not 
at  risk.  Rortunately  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  vaccine 
assisted  us  to  adopt  a definite  policy  and  for  the  most  pent 
vaccination  was  provided  only  for  those  t/hose  occupation  might 
make  them  contacts  of  a_iy  cases  which  might  arise,  e.g., 
hospital  staffs,  ambulance  drivers,  Health  Department  sta.ff  etc. 
and  to  people  having  contc-ct  with  infected  areas,  or  who  were 
travelling  abroad.  In  spite  of  these  restrictions  a very 
ccmiderable  number  of  persons  were  vaccinated  and  there  was 
much  dislocation  of  routine  v/ork. 


Cnee  again  I 'wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council;  the  Clerh;  Officials  of  other  departments  and  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Hsadth  Department,  for  their  vvilling 
assistance  and  co-operation.

.rafter  allov/ing  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
the  Registrar  G-eneral’s  figures  show  tha'c  there  were  171 
births  (87  boys  and  64  ^irls)  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1952 i being  31  births  more  than  in  196I,  Of  these  births 
12  were  illegitimate.  This  is  7.0;.  of  the  total  live  births ? 
as  compared  with  5 ‘Oh'  in  196I. 

The  birth  rate  of  any  area  is  dependent  upon  the 
composition  of  tlie  population  in  that  area.  Obviously  a 
population  with  a high  proportion  of  persons  of  child  bearing- 
age  v;ill  have  more  births  per  1,000  of  the  population  than 
an  area  \.-ith  an  undul5''  large  number  of  people  in  the  older 
age  groups.  To  enable  the  birth  rates  of  different  areas  to 
be  compared,  the  Registrar  General  provides  a comparability 
factor  for  each  Local  Authority  area,  wliich  renders  the  birth 
rate  of  each  area  comparable  with  that  of  a district  the 
population  of  which  is  of  standard  age  and  sex  distribution. 
The  birth  rate  for  the  Urban  District  adjusted  in  this  manner 
is  increased  from  15* 53  to  17.54  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Uales  was  18.0.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District 
during  1952  was  120,  Of  these  11  were  deaths  of  non-residents 
and  were  transferred  to  the  district  in  which  the  persons 
ordinarily  resided.  There  were,  on  the  other  hand,  40  deaths 
of  Urban  District  residents  registered  outside  the  District. 

The  total  corrected  number  of  deathrj  assigned  to  the 
Districi  w'as  149  (71  males  and  76  femalesl.  This  was  4 more 
ihjn  in  the  previous  year,  and  gave  a crude  death  rate  of  14.55* 

This  cnade  death  rate  cannot  be  used  to  compare  the 
mortality  v/irh  that  of  other  districts,  as  the  populations  of 
all  areas  are  not  similarly  constituted  as  regards  age  and  sex 
distribution.  The  Registrar  General  supplies  an  ’’Area 
Ccmparability  Tactor*'  and  the  crude  de£-.th  rate  multiplied  by 
this  fig'ure  can  then  be  compared  v.-ith  the  death  rate  of  the 
country  as  a whole,  or  v/ith  the  mortality  of  any  other  local 
area.  The  corrected  death  rate  so  obtained  was  10.47  per  1,000 
of  the  population  and  this  v/as  compared  v/ith  11,9  for  England 
and  Teles.

.“iS  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  condition 
of  the  main  sewerage  system  of  the  District  gives  rise  to 
appxiety.  Lmergency  measures  have  been  tal?;en  by  the  Council 
to  repair  the  main  sewer  at  certain  manholes  which  were  known 
to  be  in  a critical  state.  The  sewers  generally  are 
overloaded  and  are  freguently  surcharged.  Building  development 
is  continuing  in  the  Urban  District  at  a comparatively  rapid 
rate  and  it  is  therefore  imperative  that  a major  scheme  of 
resev/ering  be  proceeded  with  at  an  early  date. 

Conditions  at  the  Clyce  outfall  at  Mighbridge 
remain  U-naltered.  In  my  report  for  last  year  I v/elcomed  the 
decision  of  the  Council  to  include  this  project  in  a more 
comprehensive  scheme,  I hope  however  that  this  virill  not 
result  in  f^arther  undue  delay  in  securing  effective  abatement 
of  conditions  'Phich  present  a constant  threat  to  the  residents 
of  the  area  and  which  could  well  have  serious  effects  on  the 
ecci'.omy  of  the  Urbane  District  should  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
occur.
